Continuation of Substance of Inten/iew including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicants' Representative arguments were directed primarily to the 
independent claims 45,53,57, & 62. Applicants' Representative argued specially that the phrase in claim 62; "the 
concentration of said platinum is less than 300 parts per billion" means that platinum is a required non-zero component 
of the composition. The Examiner explained that the phrase does not disclose a lower limit and therefore there could 
be a zero concentration of platinum. The Examiner suggested that the claim be amended to clearly state that the 
platinum concentration was non-zero for example, " the concentration of said platinum is contained in a non-zero 
amount less than 300 parts per billion". Furthermore, the Examiner points to the other concentration using the same 
phraseology, "the concentration of (rhodium, zinc oxide, or tin oxide) is less than (the corresponding amount)", these 
too by how the Applicants' Representative interprets the phrase would also require a non-zero amount limitation since 
the Applicants' Representative argues that the phraseology should be interpreted to mean that the component is a 
required, i.e. has non-zero amount in the composition. There are multiple locations of these phrases are in independent 
claims 45, 53, 57, & 62 . 
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
